Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 20-35 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The present 
invention differs from the prior art of record for multiple reasons. The present invention 
sends a predetermined close message from the server. This differs from the prior art in 
that most system do not allow servers to have that level of control upon application that 
run on a clients computer. This invention also goes on to de-allocating the memory from 
the server when the user has been idle for a period of time, thus making the memory 
unreadable once the browser is close. This again is a level of control that is not 
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apparent in prior art of record. This also differs from the prior art that down loads to the 
client a close instruction that is initiated when the user closes the browser, since the 
present invention operates by the server initiating the close instruction. Also the present 
invention sends an identifier from the browser upon the unloading of the memory. This 
is different then the prior art in that actions are occurring after the browser is closed, in 
sending transmission of the identifier. Additionally applicant remarks dated 3/23/2009 
page 9 and 10, provide additional reasons the present invention differs from the prior art 
of record.
